Labor Leaders are Given Grilling by 


Judge Wright, of District 


Court, in Decision. 


Washington, Dec. 23.—The famous 


contempt case of the Bucks Stove and 
Range 
company 
against ..President 


Gonipers, Vice President Mitchell and 
Secretary Morrison, of the American 
Federation of Labor, was decided to- 
day by Justice Wright, of the supreme 
court of the District of Columbia, ad- 
versely to the federation officials. 


Sentenced to Jail. 


Gompers was sentenced to twelve 


months' 
imprisonment, 
Mitchell to 


nine months and 
Morrison 
to six 


months. 
The case grew out of the 


alleged boycott, of the company's pro- 
ducts and the putting of that com- 
pany on the unfair list, and the feder- 
ation's alleged violation 
of Judge 


Gould's recent mandamus has attract- 
ed wide attention. 


Pending an appeal to the United 


States court of appeals of the District 
of Columbia, all three of the defend- 
ants were released on bail,-the'.amount 
being fixed as follows:

Each of the defendants, before sen- 


tence was passed on. them, made state- 
ments ia response to the usual inquiry 
if they had anything to say. 


A Scathing Denunciation. 


Judge 
Wright's 
decision 
was a 


scathing denunciation of the defend- 
ants. He recited tea conditions ante- 
ceding the injunction and referred to 
the fact that for twenty-five years the 
Bucks plant had operated as a ten- 
hour shop and had always maintained 
an "open shop." 


He also spoke of 
the 
numerical 


strength of the American Federation 
of Labor with its 2,000,000 members 
and of its repeated endorsement of j 
the boycott of the Bnck Stove and 
Range company through the American 
Federationist, the federation's official 
organ, speeches by the 
defendants, 


letters, circulars, etc. 


The court referred to the use of the 


"We don't patronize" list and "un- 
fair" list of the labor organizations 
and said that members of labor unions 
were forced and coerced into support- 
ing it "whether individually willing or 
unwilling, approving or disapproving"-' 
by various methods. The court read 
extracts from numbers of resolutions 
of labor organizations bearing on the 
Buck case as tending to 
show 
the 


methods of Influencing 
members of 


unions, "and these methods," the court 
remarked, "seem to be known as 'per- 
suasion.' " 


The customers of the stove com- 


pany, the court said, had been intim- 
idated, brow-beaten and coerced out 
of their business relations with their 
customers "by direct interference with 
and boycott of their (the customers) 
trade relations with their own custom- 
ers and the public generally." 


Offenses Are Cited. 


Following an exhaustive discussion 


of conspiracies in restraint of trade, 
Justice Wright said: 


"From the foregoing it ought 
to 


seem apparent to thoughtful men that 
the defendants to the hill, each and 
all of them, have combined together 
for the purpose of— 


"1. Bringing about the 
breach o£ 


plaintiff's 
existing contracts 
with 


others. 


"2. Depriving plaintiff 
of property 


(the value of the good will of its busi- 
ness) without due process o£ law. 


"3. Restraining trade 
among 
the 


several states. 


"4. Restraining commerce 
among 


the several states." 


The ultimate purpose of the defeml- 


ants, the court said in tiis connection, 
was unlawful, their concerted project 
nn offense against the law. and. it 
added, they were guilty of crime. 


Determined to Violate Order. 


Coming- to the question of the viola- 


lion of the court's injunction. Justice 
Wright said: 


"That Gompera and others had in 


advance of the injunction determined 
to violate it if issued, and had in ad- 
vance of the injunction counseled all 


unberx of labor unions and of the 


l° Pris°" f» Contempt of Court 


American Federation of Labor and the 
public generally to .violate it in case 
It should be issued appears from the 
following, which references point out 
also the general plan and mutual un- 
derstanding of the 
organization and 


their various members." 


The court, after quoting at great 


length the attitude taken 
by Mr. 


Gompers since the injunction was is- 
sued, his writings, interviews and pub- 
lic addresses, remarked: 


"All of which was done, all of which 


was published, all of which was cir- 
culated in wilful disobedience and de- 
liberate violation 
of the injunction 


and for the purpose of inciting and 
accomplishing the violation generally, j 
and In pursuance of the original com-1 
mon design of himself and confeder-1 
ates, to bring 
about the breach of | 


plaintiff's existing contracts with oth- 
ers- to deprive plaintiff of property 
(they good will of its business) with- 
out 'due process of law; restrain trade 
among the 
several states; restrain 


commerce among the several states.". 


As to Morrison and Mtchell. 


As to Secretary Frank Morrison,, 


the court declared that he had full 
knowledge of all that was being done, 
took part in the preparation and pub- j 
lication of "The American Federation-' 
ist" of April, 1908, with complete 
knowledge of its contents. 


"With -knowledge and 'approval of 


the other writings and speakings here- 
ia before specified against Gonipers, 
he (Morrison) took part in the circu- 
lation and distribution in large -num- 
bers of each and every issue of the 
Federationist 
.containing them, as 


hereinbefore specified against Gom- 
pers and with the same purpose and 
intent." 


Concerning Mitchell, the court point- 


ed to various acts by him which, he 
said, placed him within' the pale of 
the law. He'quoted from Mitchell's 
book on "Organized Labor, Its Prob- 
lems, Purposes and Weals," 
certain 


passages wherein Mitchell declared 
that it was the duty of all patriotic 
and law-abiding citizens to restrict or 
disregard injunctions when they for- 
bid the doing of a thing which is law- 
ful. 
Mitchel". also was credited with 


signing "with full knowledge the 'urg- 
ent 
appeal* which, accompanied the 


twenty-seven thousand or more circu- 
lar-letters to the various secretaries 
as heretofore specified against Gom- 
pers and Morrison, and with the same 
purpose and intent." 


The court also referred to the pres- 


ence of Mitchell in the chair on Janu- 
ary 25, 190S, at the annual convention 
of the United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica, when a resolution was adopted 
placing the Bucks Stove and Range 
company on the "unfair" list. 


Persist In Their Contempt 


Continuing as to all three of the' 


defendants the court said: 
I 


"In defense of the charges now at| 


bar, neither apology nor extenuation 
is deemed fit to 'be embraced; no 
claim 
of 
unmeant 
contumacy 
is 


heard; 
persisting in contemptuous 


violation of the order, no defense is 
offered save these: That the injunc- 
tion (1) infringed the constitutional 
guaranty of freedom of the press, and 
(2) infringed the constitutional guar- 
anty of freedom of speech.' 


"These defenses 
do not. fill the 


measure of the case: the injunction 
was designed to stay the general con- 
spiracy of which the publication of 
the 'unfair and 'we don't, patronize' 
lists were but incidents: tho injunc- 
tion interferes 
with no legitimate 


right, of criticism or comment that, the 
law has ever sanctioned and the re- 
spondents' intimation that, it docs so 
is a mockery and pretense." 


In reference to the freedom of the 


press, the court declared that the con- 
st4tutlon nowhere conferred fhe right 
(o 'Speak, to print or to publish. "It 
guarantees." said he. "only that in so 
far as the federal government is con- 
cerned its congress shall not abridge it 
and leaves the snbject to the regula-

crowd, of

were gathered in the vicinity of the 
central police station.

of anxiety was prevalent. 


From all apparent indications it was 
the intention of the authorities to 
probe deep in the alleged irregulari- 
ties for the express purpose of getting 
sufficient evidence warranting tho ar- 
rest of other persons.

made-yesterday that the arrests to fol- 
low would cause one of the greatest 
sensations in the history of municipal 
graft in Pitisburg, served to make the 
scandal the one matter occupying pub- 
lic attention.

Venezuelan President Does 


: Not Know His People 


Have Revolted. 


IS IN SECLUSION IN 


BERLIN SANITARIUM 


Venezuela is Restoring Her 


Relations With the 


Cations. 


Berlin, Dec. 23.—Ciprano Castro, the 


dictator of Venezuela deposed by his 
people and discredited by his govern- 
ment, is lying on a sick bed in Berlin 
in complete ignorance of the events 
at Caracas that have resulted in his 
.downfall. A member of tho president's 
.entourage said this morning that Cas- 
tro had received no news from home 
and did not know what had 
taken- 


place there. 


While the newspapers of Berlin are 


filled with dispatches setting forth in 
detail the highly sensational 
occur- 


rences of the past few days that cul- 
minated in the repudiation of Castro 
and the installation of a new govern- 
ment in place of-the organization he 
left behind to run the country during 
his absence—statements 
that 
were 


given offioinl confirmation by the Ger- 
man foreign office this morning—Cas- 
tro Is. reposing in a private sanita- 
rium in this city, the subject of a con- 
sultation of eminent physicians. 


Castro in Seclusion. 


The entire 
forenoon 
tn:!av 
was 


given up to observation of the patient 
and consiiltntion on the part of tho 
specialists summoned to aid him. 


H is quite impossible to see Cnstro: 


it is almost impossible to speak with 
any of his associates. Cnstro. in tho ' 
hands of his doctors, is barely per-' 
mitt.ed to see the members 
of 
his 


suite. While all the eyes of the worl:! 
are turned on this Venezuelan, he is 
occupied primarily in a fight against 
a serious malady.

Streets Better Before 


Selling Current. 
(:'•• 


Directors of the Fort Wayne and 


Wabash Valley Traction company, in 
session in Philadelphia. Monday to 
consider the situation confronting the 
company by the entrance of the city 
of Fort Wayne into the commercial 
lighting business, voted to defer for 
the present, at least, any cut in light- 
ing rates to meet the lower figure 
held out by the city. This decision 
was brought about first from ' the 
fnct that at the present rates the com- 
pany has not been able to earn divi- 
dends upon its stock, and for the ad- 
ditional reason that the company has 
not yet abandoned its hope to induce 
the city to refrain from embarking in 
what the company regards as unfair 
competition, and what, the company 
asserts, 
must result 
inevitably in 


ruinous warfare. 


General Manager Emmons and C. • 


G. Guild, the superintendent of light 
and power for the Wabash Valley 
company, arrived 
In the city 
this 


morning on their return from Phila- 
delphia, where the subject was thor- 
oughly threshed over. 


Need More. Street. Lights. 


The position of the company isrthat ' 


before the city of Ft. Wayne embarks 
in the sale of electric current for pri- 
vate lighting and power, it ought to ex-'; 
tend the present street lighting sys-'' 
tern, and it is declared that there are 
dozens of dark street corners about 
the city that are greatly in need of 
light. It is contended that the new 
distribution of lights, though includ- 
ing a number of additional'arc lamps, 
is in reality not. so good as under the 
old 
distribution, and the 
company 


holds that if Fort Wayne has any 
money to spend on the lighting propo- 
sition, it ought to give street lights 
to some of the points that need it bad- 
ly before 
it goes into 
competition 


against a private corporation that is 
handicapped in competition by the 
fact that it is compelled to pay taxes, 
keep up its system and attempt to 
earn 
dividends for the 
men whose 


money has been invested in the en- 
terprise. 


Fort Wayne now has 417 street 


lamps in commission, but. traction of- 
ficials point out that other cities of 
similar population have many more 
than this number.' South Bend it is 
said, ha.d 750 lights; Terre Haute 600 
lights; 
Springfield, 0., 0.00 lights- 


Covington, Ky.. 675 lights; Youngs- 
town, 0., GOO lights, and Utica, N. Y., 
with 
50.000 
population, has 
1,267 


lights. Fort Wayne city officials,' on 
tne other hand, say that thirteen addi- 
tional lights arc in stock and will be 
strung as quickly as possible, and 
that the people will be given adequate 
street lighting. Under the old regime 
39a lights were in operation. 


Some Other Comparisons. 


On the question of rates for com- 


mercial lighting, the company has 
tabulated reports from a large num- 
ber of cities in Indiana, Ohio, Illinois' 
and Kentucky, nnd officials of the 
company say thnt but six of these 
towns have a lower rate than the 10 
cents per kilowatt charged in Fort- 
Wayne. 
And this, it is asserted 
is 


<iue to the fact thnt. the points are 
either located nearer the coal fields 
than is Fort Wayne or they have wa- 
ter power with which to drive the ma 
chinery. On the other hand twcntv- 
mne cities in the list have either tn'e 
*ame or a higher 
rntc than Fort

Absconding Deputy Post- 


master of Wabash Has 


Come Back. 


Indianapolis, Dec. 23.—Claude D. 


Stitt, absconding deputy postmaster 
of Wabash, Ind., who has been sought 
by government authorities since his 
disappearance 
from Wabash a 
few 


days prior to Thanksgiving, came to 
Indianapolis yesterday in company 
with his brother, Paul Stitt, and gave 
himself over into the hands of United 
States Marshal Henry C. Petit. 


He was at once given a hearing bo- 


fore 
United States 
Commissioner 


Charles W. Moores and bound over 
for $3,500 to appear from day to day 
to answer to tho federal grand jury. 


Awaiting his son here with a bond 


for the $8,500 was tho father, James 
E. Stitt, of Wabash. Stilt was imme- 
diately 
released and left 
with his 


father and brother. 


The bond for the $3,500 was signed 


by H. S. King. Carey E. Cowgill and 
H. B. Shively, three of the most 
prominent business men of Wabash. 


Await' Stitt's Appearance. 


Tho appearance of Stitt In the city 


was not unexpected, being entirely ar- 
rauged and everything was in waiting 
for his appearance. 


According to United States Marshal 


Petit he was advised last Saturday 
through Stitt's family at Wabash that trail, 
they were In communication with the 
missing man and that he had reached 
the decision to give himself up. A 
bond was Immediately fixed upon 
through the agency of officials here 
and word sent to tho father la Wa- 
bash to prepare tho papers. 


Stitt's brother Paul, with whom he 


came 
here yesterday, met 
him in 


Louisville, 
Ky., coming 
straight 


through to this city yesterday after- 
noon.. The two went immediately to 
the federal building in a cab and man- 
aged to get to the United States mar- 
shal's 
office unobserved, where the 


father 
and 
Commissioner Moores 


were la waiting. 


When the papers which were In 


waiting were signed and arranged 
Stitt was released, but remained !n 
tho private office of Marshal Petit 
with his father and brother until 7 
o'clock in the evening, when they left 
with the intention of returning imme- 
diately to Wabash. 


The utmost secrecy was preserved 


over the arrangements to receive tho 
absconding deputy, no one but the 
nearest lelatives of the family -and 
the officials here knowing anything of 
the surrender until long after it was 
made. 


Spent Time In the South. 


Of Stitt's whereabouts after he fled 


from Wauash prior to the discovery 
of the shortage in his accounts no 
statement is made. According to Mar- 
shal Pettit, at the hearing yesterday, 
no questions were asked of Stitt, the 
work being only the formal one of ar- 
ranging the bond. 


"Stitt went south from Wabash, 


and was reported to be In New Or- 
leans," said. Marshal Pettit, "but I do 
not know the course of his travels."

James E. Stitt, 


Mexican Rurales Join and 


. Slay Bandits for Kill- 


ing Hoosier.' 


Washington, Dec. 23.—The state de- 


partment has Just received from David 
E. Thompson. American ambassador 
at Mexico City, a thrilling account of 
the murder of II. S. Jones, of Argos, 
Ind., by bandits In Mexico and 
swift vengeanco meted out to 
slayers. Jones was killed last May, 


tho 
his 


but the circumstances 
of his death 


have been shrouded In mystery. 


It develops from the complete re- 


port sent In by Mr. Thompson that 
the matter hag been a subject of ne- 
gotiations between 
the ambassador 


and President Diaz, and that the latter 
personally showed such 
interest 
In 


seeing that Justice was done as to 
forestall any claim tho United States 
government might make against the 
Mexican government for Indemnity on 
account of the assassination 
of the 


Indiana man. 


According to the ambassador's re- 


port tb.fi body ot Jones, who resided 
on tho San Idnacoo ranch in the Sierra 
Madre, 'State ot Durango. was found In 
the park of his ranch. The notorious 
bandit Rodriguez, known as "El Joro- 
bado," and his gang wero supposed 
to bo guilty of his murder and police 
and rurales were at once set on their 


The bandits, after killing Jones, had 


threatened Mrs. Jones, who lived with 
her husband In their mountain homo 
with several children. She complied 


iaw. Suddenly, as they had antici- 
pated, they were met in the rear bj 
the real robbers, who at once demand- 
ed their surrender, but the disguised 
rurales made the' plea that they be 
longed to the same class of people. 
. and Invited them to help in their de- 
fense against the "officers'* who were 
on their trail. Upon investigation it 
was found these "officers" 
had re- 


treated. 


Thus the two bands Joined forces. 


"El Jorobado" and his men were sus- 
picious, however, and one of them was 
always stationed on watch at night. 
It was not until the fifth night that he 
and all his men were caught asleep 
at the same time. The three ruraleg 
began shooting at them and never 
ceased to fire until all three 
were 


dead, their bodies being filled with 
lead. 


The captors then stole the horses 


that had belonged to the 
bandits, 


strapped the dead bodies across them 
and after two days' journey reached 
the city of Durango. The bodies were 
placed on public exhibition until the 
odor therefrom became so offensive 
that they had to he burled. The saddle 
and rifle of Jones were found among 
the effects of the robbers. 
All three 


bandits were young men, "El 
Joro- 


bado" being only 24.
